AMPTON, NOTTINGHAM. 


Full remarks on coming races will be found below, and it will be 
our pleasing duty next week to enlarge upon the ever ‘ glorious ” 
Goodwood Meeting, where racing is conducted with the highest 
honour, where the artifices adopted at leather flapping and plating 
meetings are scouted, and whero everything from the most trivial 
details to the most important arrangements receive attention, A 
new line of railway has been opened which considerably shortens the 
distance, curtails expenses, and puts down passengers within an easy 
walking distance of the course, 

Wivoukster will hold its annual one day gathering on Tuesday 
next, the 18th inst., which cannot fail to prove attractive, the Hamp- 
shire Stakes and the two 2-yr-old events materially enriching the 
bill of fare. The Hamp Wire Stakes has 31 horses nominated, a 
very small proportion of which, however, will go to the post, aud ag 
at this writing nothing is ‘under orders,” and many of the horses 
trained in the neighbourhood, it would be presumption to attempt to 
name the winner, and beyond pointing to Bradamante, Pelios (or 
Endsleigh), and Proviso, as @ trio likely to furnish the winner, if sent 
we can offer no more decided opinion, The Brenntan Stakes for 
2-yr-olds has Robin Hood, King Hal, Gretna, and Jack-in-the- 
Green engaged. After what We have seen of the first named, it ig 
superfluous to look elsewhere for the winner, provided Lord Ports- 
mouth deems the stake, which amounts to 310 sovs net, worth his 
notice.

fhe NortivawAm Muretne, held on ‘merrie Sherwoode,” com- 
mences on ‘Tuesday next, the 18th inst, and extends over the follow- 
ing day. It is the leading racing attraction of the week, and its 
bill of fara would require very little addition to render it ample for 
& three-days meeting. Situated as Nottingham is, within easy 
diatance of many of tho seats and parks of the upper ten 
thousand,” which dot the country over, there can be no wonder 
that the attendance is of a fashionable character, If the inhabitants 
themselves do not enter into the sport with that wild enthusiasm 
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which distinguishes the “‘ Yorkshire Tyke” and the men of Lanca- 
shire, there is perhaps no other town where the sport of horse-racing 
is enjoyed with greater gusto, and where the turn-out to witness the 
contests which here take place on the Forest is so general. Three 
of the nine events set for decision on the first day do not close until 
the evening before running ; we shall, therefore, discuss the remaining 
six in the order in which they appear in the official entry now before 
us; commencing with the Norrincuamsumn Hanptoap, for which 
39 of the original 65 subs have cried ‘non-content.” The distance 
is one mile and three quarters, and Armagnac heads the list with 
8st 12lb, This horse was not out last year, and has only run in 
public once during the present season, when he won the Somerset- 
shire S'akes in the hollowest manner, but under a very different weight 
than the present one, he then carrying only 7st 21b, the same as Buck- 
foot, who ran second. In the spring we saw him leading Cambuscan 
in his gallops, and he appeared to go well and strong; but unless 
Lord Stamford backs him it will be money absolutely thrown away 
for any other person to do so, Dunkeld, we apprehend, has too much 
weight, and that he will not try until his prospect of success 
is certain, or much brighter than it is for the present race. 
Le Marechal has nothing to complain of with 7st 7lb, and the 
Berry party can do witha good win. Doubtless it was meant to land 
a coup inthe Northumberland Plate at Newcastle, and they were 
very near effecting it. In this race, however, Le Marechal ‘‘ broke 
down” so badly that we think no amount of care and skill can bring 
him fit to the post at Nottingham, or we should have held his chance 
in great esteem. Running through the remainder the most favoured 
quartette appears to be Nemo, Harry Brailsford, Spring Gun, and 


Verdant, and the first and last named are perhaps’ entitled to the 


performance. Harry Brailsford has become the property of Mr. 
‘Billy ” Nicholl, who no doubt will find him very useful in assisting 
tomake his book. The Rosry Hoop Sraxes looks quite within the 
grasp of King Hal, but Lord Stamford has the dark Zingyni en- 
gaged who may dispute pre-eminence with him ; we however have the 
greater amount of faith in King Hal, to whomif brought out on this 
occasion, Zingyni appears likely to secure the 2nd place. The 
Surrwoop Hanpicar being welter weights, gentlemen rides or 
jockeys 6lb extra, is a class of race we never undertake to offer an 
opinion upon only at the post when we see’ who rides.

This pleasing species of the winding stream, 

In shape cylindrical, and pale brown back, 

With sides of silver, and with spota of black; 

Diminutive, he yet will sport ensure— 

With savoury flesh he tempts the epicure:

~—PISCATORIAL RAMBLES, 

Reader, start nor smile not, that I should select so diminutive a 
specimeu of the inhabitants o the watery regions to represent the 
humid world upon the present occasion. Worth is not dependont 
upon bulk. The colossal frame and gigantic proportions of Daniel 
Lambert, of obese memory, did not contain anatom of the mind which, 
vivid, and glorious, illumiued the lilliputian body of the misshapen 
Pope, whilst the towering form of Ajax lacked the wisdom and cunning 
of tho smaller, but more astute Ullyases. The gudgeon then, whilst he 
boasts not the huge dimensions of the chub, barbel, or bream, is much 
more beautiful in shape and colour; and exhibits moro refinoment and 
mental culture in selecting crystal streams wherein to enjoy himself, 
and totally iguoring the filth and mud in which his above-named 
confreres of the flood luxuriate. ; 

This puny, yet by no means unimportant momber of tho finny race, is 
a very well shaped and good looking fish, in length about five inches, 
with a back tending to a brownish hue, spotted, and the tail also, with 
black His sides and belly glisten with silver, which beauty is some- 
what counterbalanced by his upper jaw being rather longer than the 
Jower, and adorned with short wattles ; and when I add that he 
possesses a forked tail, his personal appearance is about described, He 
is, however, perhaps one of the most deliciously flavoured little fellows 
that could tempt the satiated appetite of the over-gorged glutton, or 
pander to the more yefined taste of the fastidious epicure, and when 
fried in butter with egg and bread crumbs, and served up with melted 
butter, will be found absolutely unrivalled in a gastronomic point of 
view. As before intimated, he delights in clear waters, and mostly 
affects rapid curling streams, although he will thrive in ponds and 
lakes ifthey are not completely stagnant. ee 

The gudgeon spawns about May, although from the prodigious and 
extraordinary manner in which they increase, it 1s supposed by many 
that they breed more than once a year ; and to this opinion the father 
of angling, Walton, inclined. When occupied in this very natural pro- 
ceeding they seek, in common with most other species, gravelly and 
stony bottoms ; and although some authors seem to intimate that thay 
occupy & much longer period in disposing of their burdens, and 
also that the maternal duties are: accompanied with more protracted 
suffering than the generality of their kind; yet, it is all hypothesis, 
and we have no reliable information or tangible authority for the sup- 

ogition, 

E For tackle, take a light cane rod, hair line, porcupine or patent quill 
float, andsmall No. 10 hook, and strike when you have a touch, as they 
take the bait very freely, Any fisherman may be well satisfied with 
the sport they show, as you may pull ono out at everyswim. Of 
course, therefore, it is reasonable to imagine that such success is 
pleasing. ‘Try for them on the shallows, with gravelly and sand 
bottoms, for they are very nice and fastidious, and eschew mud an 
filth én toto, and in all weathers and seasons they can be procured in 
abundance, although perhaps, the months of August and September 
are most propitious for their capture, or baits, I esteem gentles and 
bloodworms in preference to all others, and care should be duly 
exercised in causing the bait to fit tightly to the hook, aud allow none 
of it to hang loosely, otherwise the tiny object of your perseverance 
will occasion you considerable trouble, even if you should eventually 
succeed in taking him. They abound in the Colne, Lea, and in fact 
almost all other rivers; but the ‘Thames is, par excellence, the most 
preferable in England; whilst in continental waters they are to be 
mot with in equal profusion, and the river Seine especially is renowned 
for them, and among the Parisians they dispute precedence with the 
national frog. f F 

There are large quantities taken to supply fishermen for jack and 
perch fishing, being greatly inrequest for both trolling and live-bait; and 
{ prefer him to any other description, inasmuch as he keeps fresh, the 
scales retain their brightness longer, and he is altogether most en- 
ticing to the prey. ‘The beginner who wishes to try his hand at either 
of the modes mentioned above, may readily procure a supply at almost 
any fishing tackle shop, the proprietors of which have generally a 
stock on hand, , 

There are many spots, where, in the pursuit of this fish, the expense 
of a punt may be avoided, amongst others Hampton, where, for a mero 
trifle, fishing may be obtained all day; and [ would recommend the 
learner, or proficient also, who is not teers with the modus oper- 
andi, to furnish himself with @ rake, with which to disturb the bottom, 
us it acts in a manner as attractive as ground bait, and will be found 
very efficacious, 

Perhaps the reader could not visit a more delightful locality near 
London, to reduce to practice the theorgof the foregoing remarks, than 
Richmond, situate about nine miles from town, and most aptly denon-~ 
iuated the finest village in the British dominions, Ina neighbourhood 
ieorming with such practice and historical associations, the piscator, if 
tiring of his amusement, may seok relief in revelling amidst the most 
beautiful scenery of which our sea-girt Isle can boast; or survey the

for Thomson was buried there in 1748; and although no one can 
admire. more than myself his sweet and descriptive lines, yet his 
memory should be cherished more by fly-fishers than bottom anglers, 
for, whilst he advocated the former brauch of the art, he most strenu— 
ously denounced the latter.

Brigham’s 
Snowden Dunhill, by Iago outof Daughter of Tosco, by Bay Middleton, 15 
yrs. The roadster and coaching atallions created some little confusion, 
which was at length overcome when those fitted for harness or riding 
were classified, ‘I'he best coach horse, Mr, Holmes’ Prince of Wales, 
made some sensation in Yorkshire last autumn, when as a two-yr- 
only he got second inthe All-aged Classes at Driffield and Howden. 
The best roadster was the Norfolk red roan, Old Quicksilver, who has 
fong been acelebrity. A general cheer broke forth when he bustled 
up the ring with the blue ribands at his head. The great prize of 
£60, for a weight carrier going to a nice temperate handsome horse of 
Lord Spencer's, barely up to the 15th ultimatum; and if such a test 
be worth anything, not a very fine fencer in the ring. The next 
best welter, by Theon, had the recommendation of being a good goer, 
but nothing went or fenced better than Mr. Bennett's Lady 
Florence, the first prize of the light weights, and as sweet & mare as 
ever looked through a bridle. The class of four-yr-olds were thought 
to be better than the fives and upwards, but there wereonly a few horses 
in the class. Oonspicuous among them was Mr. Percy's Ingleby, who won 
all the way, and that from being lighter in flesh showed 
a deal better than he did at Hereford a few weeks since; and 
500gs. it was said, was refused for him during the day. A flashy 
thorough-bred, slack-backed chesnut of Mr. Clarke's was preferred 
to another from Hook of a deal more substance, and, as it struck us, of 
a deal more value than his companion, the meritof the bay having been 
confirmed by his winning Lord Yarborough’s Whip last autumn. The 
Messrs. Wimbush sent in a pair of very fine carriage horses, and Mr. 
Cottrill “ tooled ” another pair of very smart steppers, and to these the 
chief honours of the section were confined, but the form was not high. 
Lord Chesterfield, Lord Falmouth, and Lord Portsmouth, as we have 
said, ‘undertook ” the thorough bred horses ; Lord Portsmouth, Lord 
Suffield, and Major Percy Williams, the all-aged hunter class; and 
then Lord Chesterfield, Lord Suffield, Major Williams, Colonel Maude, 
Mr. Knight, and Mr. Farquhar, went on, turn and turn about, until 
they had disposed of nearly everything but the ponies. There was 
the like classification to be gone through with the riding horses—a 
very mixed lot—where, however, there was no getting away from old 
Crafty’s action, despite her having thrown a foal year by year of late. 
Then Oarbine, the best hack up to 16st, was the best charger here last 
summer; and Mr. Bodham’s park horse has been winning about the 
country for a year or two, so that the first prize horses are pretty well 
known. Mr. Percy followed up his luck amongst the cobs with Robin, 
who was firat in 1864, as also at Hereford the other day, but the com- 
petition, despite the mere numbers, was not great, and the judges, when 
almost too late, began to evince some commendable alacrity in weeding 
out the classes. Saturday was the second day. The arrange- 
ments made by Mr. Sidney, tho secretary and general manager, 
were, that once in each day the blood stallions, the roadsters, 
the hunters and covering park hacks, weight-carrying cobs, pairs 
of ponies in double harness, and racing trotters, should each parade in 
the circle or ring daily. ‘Che exhibition was not confined merely to 
those displays, as during the afternoon several lady equostrians, fully 
equipped iu riding habits, including Mrs. Beverley, a professed and 
most graceful horsewoman, and who was mounted on a splendid 
animal, belonging to Mr. J. Giblett, in company with some of the 
finest horses aud most accomplished riders in the kingdom, were seen 
in all descriptions of paces round the arena, giving it the appearance of 
w miniature “Rotten Row.” Amongst the principal attractions were 
the beautiful pairs driven in harness, none of which were greater than 
the pair of ponies driven in one of the light and modern phaetons, be- 
longing to Mr. Ayshford, of the Britannia Works, Walham-green. 
These beautiful little creatures, upon which a price of one hundred 
guineas is set, are of a dun colour, with silver manes and tails, 
and obtained the first prize in their class. Mr, Ayshford’s 
newly-invented Middlesex cart, in which some of the trotters 
were placed, attracted the attention of the Duke of Newcastle, 
who became its purchaser, On all hands the introduction of the stable 
improvements of the St. Pancras Ironworks Company (Messrs. 
Cottam’s) into each of the stalls is admitted to be a great boon to the 
animals as well as convenience to the grooms who attend them, and 
excited much attention. Nearly 10,000 visited the Hall on Mon- 
day. In _the evening His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, 
accompanied by the Princess of Wales, and attended by several 
ladies and gentlemen, honoured the Show with their ‘presence. 
Their Royal Highnessea were received hy Mr. Sidney, the secretary 
to the Company, and several of the directors, and conducted to the 
Royal box in the gallery. ‘Tho thoroughbred horses were then 

ataded in the arena, the names of the animals being explained by 
Mr. Sidney. ‘he Princess entered into an animated conversation, and 
uppeared to be much pleased with the show, paying marked attention 
to tho winners of the prizes in the thoroughbred class. After the 
racehorses, the hunters and hacks were exhibited, and then the ponies ; 
and to these succeeded the carriage-horses and the celebrated American 
trotting-horse, Their Royal Highnesses stayed in the Hall upwards 
of an hour, and expressed their great satisfaction at the whole of the 
arrangements. On leaving the building they were loudly cheered by 
a large number of persons who had assembled to see them. 

‘The show, which has proved a highly successful one, closed on 
Thursday evening. ts success is in the main attributable to the 
persevering attention of Messrs. Douglas and Sydney, who are, of a 
verity, the; right men in the right places for the management of all 
things in these departments. Wa heartily wish success to their future 


efforts.

The host of the White Hart was 
umpire for his pupil. ‘* Chuckem,” of Hammersmith, was the per- 
severing pilot. The betting, both on shore at Putney aud on board 
the boat, ruled from 6 to 7 to 4 on Tagg, the former odds being at first 
taken briskly, until there became a Jull in the market, and more 
margin immediately set them going, In fact, it was a good specula- 
ting race, and settled down eventually at 2 to 1 on the Moulsey repre- 
sentative. The favourite seemed to be carrying things ail his own 
way in the first stage of the proceedings, for he won the toss for choice 
of stations. The signal having been given, the men got clean away, 
although the water could not be classed otherwise than “lumpy.” 
This state of things was held to be unquestionably in favour of Tagg, 
who lay down to work in that strenuous mode that alone indicated 
business, Jack was pretty well about clear as they sculled by the Star 
and Garter. On passing Simmonds’s boat-house Wise picked up a 
little, but could not get his boat's nose beyond ‘lagg’s outriggers. At 
the Dung Wharf and the Crab Tree Wise attempted to pags his man, 
but Tagg pulled across twice to prevent it. This was repeated further 
on the Middlesex side, and tho referee decided Tagg had fouled. Owing 
to the contretemps Wiso got clear away, and won by three lengths. He 
will receive the stakes on Thursday. 


AMATEUR CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE THAMES. 

The highly-interesting trial heat of the Wingfield sculls was, after 
various alterations, decided on Tuesday afternoon last, in the presence 
of thousands of spectators, best part known as frequent habitues on the 
river whenever any high-class rowing is on the tapis. Mr. I. D. Brick- 
wood, the ex-champion, was umpire. The names of the challengers 
who entered for the trial heats were as follows :—E. B. Michell, Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford; C. B. Lawes, Trinity College, Cambridge; W. 
P. Cecil, Weat London Rowing Club; T.” Wallace, Tyne Amateur 
Rowing Club; T. Lindsay, Clydesdale Rowing Club. Mr. Wallace, of 
the Tyne Amateur Rowing Club, did not start. Amidst intense excite- 
ment a pretty good start was effected, Messrs, Lindsay and Cecil show- 
ing the way, Mr. Michell taking up the third position, and Mr. Lawes 
taking full time for reflection and consideration, as the hindermost of 
the gallant quartette, who had thus launched their boats for the bril- 
liant trophy alluded to. At the Star and Garter, Michell had given 
the go-bye to Cecil. Along the Willows, and advancing to Bishop's 
Oreek, Lindsay still kept the nose of his boat in front, with all the 
determination of a north man, the Oxonian and the Londoner 
level within an inch, but the latter evidently being well held by his 
companion. All this while Mr. Lawes was gradually but surely gliding 
over the water, quite astern of the leading trio, and hereabouts there 
certainly appeared an ominous distance between the Cantab and tie 
Scottish Laddie. Mr, Lawes's difficulty was enhanced, however, by 
his having no one to steer him. Further on a little way, Cecil, utter y 
unable to keep stroke for stroke with the Oxonian, siackened speed, 
and was soon with the Cambridge representative, three lengths astern. 
Lawes aud Oecil next passed and repassed each other, and at the point, 
Michell cleared the whole lot, and was careering away aclear half boat's 
length in advance of anything ion the race. Lindsay appeared some- 
what mortified at having been deprived of his pride of place, ran into 
a boat, and his outrigger was completely smashed up ‘Thus, the 
“field” was reduced to three. 

Mr. Lawes now seemed to have elevated his nil desperandum motto, and 
he began to be as pliable and jubilant as possible. Putting on a pee 
spurt at the Dung Wharf, he gave the cold shoulder to Cecil, and 
taking a bird’s eye view of the advanced position of Michell, found 
he had all his work cut out to catch the leader. It may here be men- 
tioned, that approaching the Crab Tree, it unquestionably appeared to 
be Mr. Micheli’s race, in all fair ratio of reasoning; but on fairly 
over-hauling that point, the Qantab increased his efforts, and drew 
right up to the stern of Mr. Michell. The aspect of matters now 
completely changed. 

‘ne Cantabs made certain of an Jo Triumphe for their renowned 
associate, and were exuberant in their delight. ‘hey then rowed level 
for a couple of hundred yards. At length they made the 
Soap Works shore, and through a sailing barge Lawes was 
driven on an outward course, while Michell was driven in, and 
unshipped one of his sculls. When the mishap had passed Michell 
led, and was likewise first through Hammersmith Bridge. Here 
was another change, indeed, for Mr. Lawes’ legs seemed to be 
failing him, and he seemed very ill at ease, while his opponent 
was cool and collected. Hither gentleman then continued to lead, and 
had it all to themselves, as Oecil was by this time completely out of the 
aace. Some interesting skirmishing took'place up to the Bathing place, 
when the excitement on all sides was revived with a degree of earnest- 
ness wo scarcely ever remember. Lawes, by an effort which 
no one for a solitary moment imagined was left in him from his ex- 
hansted appearance, put on a spurt, drew himself clear mechanically, 
and took Michel's water amidst thunders of applause. Mr, Michell 
redoubled his exertions, until he became nearly blind, and Mr. Lawes 
eventually won by two lengths. Both were aistressed in the highest 
degree. ‘I'he betting was 6 to 4 each agst Michell and Lawes, and 3 
tol aget Lindsay. Weshall give a detailed account of the conclusion 
ot the contest between Messrs. Lawes and Woodgate in our next 
edition.

In the 
first act, the air of Papageno (Mr. Santley) “ Geute, equil’uccelatore,” 
the duet between Pamina (Madame Harriers Wippern, her first 
appearance this season) and Papageno, “ La dove prende,” or, as it 
is generaliy known in Hagland, “Tue manly heart” (encored), the 
“Hm! hm! hm!” of Papageno, said to be composed by Mozart during 
& game of billiards, and *O cara harmonia” of the slaves (also 
encored) wero favourably received. The portrait-song of Pamino, 
“Oh! cara immagine,” requires far more impassioned singing than 
can be heard from Dr. Gunz, and the German tenor was sull less 
effective in his delivery of the magic tlute song, ‘‘ Quel suono ohime,” 
in which the chief attention of ine audiouce is directed to the wild 
beasts who crawl on to the stage, rather than to the singer.

‘The was hardly 
done justice to by Herr Wolrath, whose voica is rugged, 
but nothing could be much finer than the response of the chorus at 
the last line, ‘* La coppia audaco—accolga almen.” Tho celebrated 
song of the Queen of Night (Mdlle.

THE EARL OF WINCHILSEA FINED FOR SMOK- 
ING AT A RAILWAY STATION. 


Atthe Wandsworth Police-court, on Saturday, the Harl of Win- 
chilsea and Nottingham, accompanied by Mr. Metcalfe, his counsel, 
appeared before Mc. Dayman, to answer a second summons issued 
against him for smoking a cigar in the Vauxhall station, contrary to 
the bye-laws of the South-Western Railway Company. 

The summons was supported by Mr. li, Crombie, the company’s law 
clerk. 
~ On the caso being called, Mr, Metcalfe addressed the magistrate with 
reference to the absence of the earlon the first day of hearing. He said 
that although the earl was not present on that occasion, it was not hig 
intention to annoy the magistrate. 

Mr. Dayman here observed that the earl had explained the causo of 
his absenco in a letter addressed to the newspapers. He was at Stock- 
bridge at the time the summons was served. 

Mr. Metcalfe wished it to be thoroughly understood that the earl 
bowed to the legal tribunal. 

Mr. Crombie then proceeded with the case, and read a portion of the 
by-laws, which set forth that smoking tobacco in any of the stations 
and carriages on the line was strictly prohibited, and imposing a 
penalty of 403, for every offence, and if persisted in after being warned, 
the person 80 offending was liablo to be removed. Hoe (Mr. Crombie) 
roferred to tho fact that the by-laws were dated only in 1855, but they 
wero in substitution of the company’s original by-laws, which did not 
make smoking an offence until the person smoking had been warned. 
Copies of the by-laws had been posted up at the various stations, and 
he presumed that the noble earl had a knowledge of them, as he was 
seen attentively reading them on Thursday last. 

Mr. ‘Thompson, the station-master at Vauxhall, stated that a little 
after three o'clock in the afternoon of the 7th of Jano he saw the earl, 
whom at the time ho did not know, smoking a cigar on the down-lino 
platform near the door, ; 

The earl here rose from hia seat and wished to know whether he was 
at liberty to state at once that he was smoking, 

Mr. Dayman recommended him to leave his case in the hands of his 
counsel. : 

Mr. ‘hompson then said that he went up tothe defendant and told 
him that smoking: on thie platform was pronibited. He replied that he 
would not give up smoking. Witness said, “ Sir, if you refuse to give 
the smoking up, 1 must trouble you for your card.” Some conversation 
ensued, during which a Leatherhead train stoodin the station, He 
(defendant) drew his attention to it, and said, * L wish you to witness 
there are coals on the engine,” 

Mr. Metoalfe: Instead of coke. 
to your by-lawe. (A laugh.) 

Mr. Thompson then said the by-laws were posted up at the station 
behind the earl atthe time, 

Mr. Dayman inquired whether 
againt smoking, 

Mr. Thompson gaid there was also a notice, signed by tho traffic 
manager, stuck up, stating that smoking was strictly prohibited at all 
the stations and in carriages. . 

By Mr. Dayman: Lhe notice also stated that gratuities to servants 
were not dlowed. (Laughter.) 

M i Meteaife ; And attended toin the same way as the smoking. 

i he witness was then cross-examined as to his knowledge of persons 
smoking not only cigars, but pipes, ia open day on the platform at the 
Waterloo station. tle stated ta reply that he did not belong to the 
Waterloo station. He had seen persons in trains with pipss, but he had 
not summoned them, as he had not cautioned trem. 

Mr. Dayman said the practice was to give tho smokers the in- 
dulgence, according to the old by-law. 

Mr, Thomson further said that ho had seen a great many persona 
smoking on the platform at hia station. but he always checked them, 


Your engine was smoking contrary 


there was not a particular notice 
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He had not summoned any of them. They had immediately given up 
the smoking, or had walked out of the station. 

Mr, Metcalfe said that he knew from his own knowledge, and the 
solicitor of the company was aware of the same fact, that it was ex- 
tremely difficult to find’a carriage on this line free from smokers. 

Mr. Crombie said two blacks did not make a white. (Laughter.) _ 

A porter at the same station gave similar evidence, and said that it 
was the practice that when they saw persons smoking to request them 


. to desist. 


Sergeant Atter, of the railway police, said thepractico at Waterloo 
station was to caution persons Who were seen smoking on the plat- 
form. Hoe was not aware of any person being summoned by the com- 


~ pany for smoking in Waterloo station. He knew that persons had been 


summoned by the company for smoking at other stations, for Mr, Bent 
had a case at that court a short time ago. 

Mr, Metcalfe: piper in motion by some person. 

Mr. Dayman informed the learned counsel that a number of cases 
had been brought to that court by Mr, Bent for smoking, The officer 
of the company travelled on the line a great deal, and he saw much of 
the smoking. Ab 

Mr, Crombie said the company had sent persons about the line in 
plain clothes for the purpose of detecting the smokers. 

Mr. Metcalfe said he was not a smoker, ard therefore he could speak 
freely upon the subject. On the line to Hampton Court it was almost 
impossible to find a carriage without smokers. 

Sergeant Atter said he never knew an instance of a person refusing 
to desist from smoking in Waterloo station after being warned. He 
did not wink at the smoking. 

Mr. Metcalfe said the Earl did not deny that he smoked his cigar, 
and that he refused to desist. He thought it was a public matter, and 
that if the company intended to enforce their by-laws they had a right 
to give a notice to that effect. He (Mr. Metcalfe) would not charge 
the witnesses in the case with receiving gratuities, but it was well- 


mown that gratuities were given to railway servants, and it was open 


to those persons who did not receive gratuities to cause a summons to 
be taken out for smoking. When most persons on the line were not 
obstructed in their smoking, it was extremely hard for an individual, 
Whether he was a peer or a chimuey sweep, to be selected and sum- 
moved to the police-court. He referred particularly to smoking 
carriages which ran on the Kingston, Twickenham, and Richmond 
line, and said that passengers at those stations were publicly invited 
to break the by-laws. : 

Mr. Crombie explained that those carriages belonged to tho North 
London Company, and not to the South-Western. 

Mr, Metcalfe suggested that the South-Western Company should 
provide smoking carriages on their line. 

Mr. Dayman said it had been explained before that the Company, 
With their numerous trains on their short line, could not provide 
smoking earriages. 

Mr, Metealfe then pleaded for a dismissal of the summons, or the 
infliction of a small fine, on the ground that the Company themselves 

ad elected not 10 enforce their by-laws by allowing the smoking to 
89 on systematically. 

Mr, Dayman thought the cage fully proved, and said the company 
proceeded against smokers as much as they could, They issued 
Strivgent regulations, and for a time they were obeyed, As time wore 
On station- masters relapsed into the old practice, and the smoking was 
repeated. The argument of Mr. Metcalfe went to prove that a great 
Number of the company’s servants were lax in their duties, but when 
they found one who was more vigilant and who did his duty, it was 
impossible for him (Mr. Dayman) not to enforce a fine. He thought 

he company should act more stringently, and dismiss any station- 
master who did not do his duty, and then smoking would soon be put 
down. There was a great deal of smoking going on, and some of the 
station-mastcrs were lax in their duties. He saw on the loop line now 
and then tho issuing of stringent regulations, which had the effect of 
putting a stop to the practice, to the comfort of the non-smoking 
public, However, he thought smoking was not so bad on tho open 
Platform as it was in closed carriages; and, as ho supposed the com- 
Pany did not wish for the infliction of a heavy penalty, but to vindicate 
Heir law, he should fine the earl 103., and 2s. evsts, though at the same 
time he believed it was a good regulation, as it prevented a man from 
ing tempted to continue his smoking after he entered a train. 

The fine and costs were immediately paid.

couraged by the patronage bestowed on the promoters of the handicaps above 
alluded to, Mr, A, Peat, the new. proprietor of the Queen’s Hotel Ground, de- 
termined to Anpugurate the opening of his all-round course by a handicap the 
same distance and on the same conditions, with the exception that £5 was given 
for neatest costume, to be divided amongst five of the competitors more neatly 
attired than theiropponents. In the speculation, Mr. Peat was joined by Mr, 
A. Milner, of the Panchbowl, ppring-street, and a first-class entry and acceptance 
was the result. . While speaking of the acceptance, we think it only fair to the 
promoters of the handicap to atate, in reference to the acceptance of Rogers, of 
Chelsea—who complained, and justly, that some one had accepted for him, with- 
out his consent—that our correspondent called upon Mr. Milner to inquire into 
the particulars, The result was the delivery of the letter signifying the 
acceptance into his hands, and for the satisfaction of Rogers we give a copy :— 


4 “14, White Lion-street, Chelsea. 
“ Sir,—Pleaso accept moin your half-mile handicap, My colours are white 
body, blue drawers,—Yours respectfully, ¥, Rogers.” 


This explanation will give Rogers an opportunity of investigating the matter, 
as wellas removing the idea of any improper motive on the part of Messrs, Mil- 
ner and Peat. We are persuaded that the insertion of Rogers’s complaint will 
do great good in connection with handicaps, as hosts of men are accepted for by 
persons who have backed them at long prices before the entry, on the chance of 
hedging, without the runner havin any idea of sucha thing, ‘The most effec. 
tual remedy for the evil would be fr any pedestrian not wishing to accept, to 
scratch himself as soon as the entry appears, By so doing the public, backers, 
and bookmakers are put ona proper footing, and the ‘dummies ” so frequently 
seen in the acceptance would no more be heard of, The number of acceptors 
was thirty-nine, and the race, as might be expected, attracted a large number of 
spectators, although the general election materially interfered with the receipts, 
The excellent field of 27 contended, and betting on the ground became tolerably 
spirited, For some time 6 to 1 was offered on the field, but a stiffcommission in 
favour of Hodson, of Holloway, speedily brought him to half that price, and at 
starting 6 to 2was scarcely obtainable about him, The next in demand were 
Binns and Hargreaves, at 6 to Leach, 7 to 1 agst Whalley, 8 to 1 each agst 
Kelly, Coupe, and kas and long prices others.

A Silver Leander Medal (presented by T. Wallis, Esq.,) for amateurs 
who have never wona prize, The trial heats wero wou by Howlett, 
Pierce, and Powell, and the final heat was won by the latter after a 
spirited race. A handsome thermometer, for a race in clothes, brought 
together Messrs. Evans, Jones, and H. Cole, all members of the above 
club. After a good race Evans was declared the winner. And now 
we will lay before our readers the details of the great race of the even- 
ing, which was looked for so anxiously by the spectators; it was for 
the Captaincy of the club, the prizes being a haudsomely mounted 
silver medal for first man, and prizes to second and third men. The 
following entered, and came to the strateh:—H, Gurr, Champion of 
England, David Pamplin, J. P. Jones, J. Regan, H. Williams, and 
Adams.

=Dr. Pritc#arp has confessed to the murder of bis wife in the follow- 
ing words:—“1, Edward William Pritchard, M.D., M.R.C.S.E., aud 
L.A.8, hereby make in writing, in the presence of the Rev. R, §. Old- 
ham, M.A,, &c., the following confession, for transmission by him tofthe 
proper authorities :—‘It was when my wifo was at Kilmum, in the 
summer of 1863, that I first becamo intimate with the girl Mary 
M‘Leod, sleeping with her in my hoase, 22, Royal-crescent. ‘This 
continued at intervals up to the time of our removal to 131, Sauchie- 
hall-street. She becime pregnant in May last, and with her own 
consent I produced a miscarriage. I havo reason to believe that 
Mrs. Pritchard was quite aware of this, and rather sought to cover 
my wickedness and folly. My mother-in-law, Mrs. Taylor, came last 
February to our house, and caught Mary M‘Leod and myself in the 
consulting-room; and the day before her death, having apparently 
watched us, she said to me in the same room, ‘ You have locked her 
into a cupboard,’ which was true, but nothing more passed. 1 declare 
Mrs. Taylor to have died in the manner I have before stated, and I 
now believe her death to have been caused by an overdose of 
Battley’s solution of opium. The aconite found in that bottle was 
pat in by me after her death, and designadly left there, in order to 
rove death by misadventure, in case any inquiry should take place, 
{rs. Pritchard was much better immediaiely atter her mother’s death, 
but subsequently became exhausted from want of sleep. I accounted 
for this by the shock produced by her mother's death, and, hardly 
knowing how to act, at her own request I gaye her chloroform. It 
was about midnight ; Mary M-Leod was in the room, and ia an evil 
moment—being, besides, somewhat oxcited by whiskey—I yielded to 
the temptation to give her sufficient te cause death, which I did, I 
therefore declare before God, asa dying man, and in the presence of 
my spiritual adviser, that Lam innocent of tha crime of murder, so far 
as Mrs. T'aylor is concerned, but acknowledge myself guilty of the 
adultery with Mary M‘Leod and tho murder of my wife. I feel now 
as though I had been living in a species of madueéss sinca my connec- 
tion with Mary M‘Leod, and I declare my solemn repentance of my 
crime, earnestly praying that I may obtain Divine forgiveness before
